Pleas Are Ended.

84 YEARS OLD; 
HALE AND HAPPY 
New York, April 23.—([Special.}— 
Chauncey M. Depew was 84 years old 
today and was full of health, vivacity, 
and optimistic aa ever. 
“Until a man’s 50 he hides his age,” 
he said, “ lest people think he’s played 
out, but after he’s 70 he brags about 
it, and that’s the class I'm in. 
„Most persons eat too much. They 
dig their graves with their teeth. Then, 
too, people nowadays worry too much.” 
Chevreul, the famous French chem- 
ist, on his 100th. birthday said to Do- 
pew: “I attribute my. long life to 
abstinence from alcohol and tobacco 
and to a contented mind.” 
A few days later Mr. Depew met a 
veteran of Napoleon's old guard, 103 
years old, who said: The reason I've 
lived so long is because I’ve been

Tonight they began a search 
of their files for a record of other 
missing women who might have been 
attracted by advertisements. Schmidt 
also had been suspected of being a 
German spy.

Claims 100,000 Captives. 

“Our successes in the west are to 
be regarded as a great victory. From 
southwest of Arras to La Fere we 
broke through the English positions. 
About 100,000 prisoners and 1,500 guns 
were our booty there. 

“Afterward we drove the French 
from strong positions across the Oise- 
Aisne canal and beat the English again 
in battle at Armentieres, capturing 
more than 20,000 prisoners and 250 
guns. 

The minister described the difficul- 
ties of rapidly pursuing an army. He 
said shelters were no longer available 
in destroyed places and that roads and 
paths were impassable. Nevertheless, 
a supply service was successfully es- 
tablished, owing to the large quantity 
of supplies of the British which fell 
into German hands. 

Must Battle On. 

“Through these battles we, in gen- 
eral, have attained those lines on which 
the enemy formerly stood. oa has 
again found vantage pointa of which 
he has made use. In to over- 
come these, a continuatiofr of the bat- 
tle is necessary for the campaign, 
which is proceeding. 

“The service corps and labor bat- 

ons also have had an honorable 
share in the success. The campaign 
is still in full swing. Relying on the 
chief army command we must patient- 
ly await what further successes will 
be granted us.”

LONDON, April 23.—While there 
have been only minor infantry engage 
ments on both the Flanders and Pi- 
cardy battlefields, all evidence indi- 
cates that the Germans are concen- 
trating for another lunge forward.

UNDER SPY ACT 


New York Man Must 
2 Face Jurors. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 28. — Mrs. 
Rose Pastor Stokes, Socialist lecturer 
and wife of the wealthy J. G. Phelps 
Stokes of New York, was arraigned 
before Judge A. 8. Van Valkenburgh 
late today and entered a plea of, not 
guilty, following her indictment on 
three counts for alleged violation of 
the espionage act. 

United States District Attorney 
Francis M. Wilson asked that the trial 
be as early as possible, and Judge 
Van Valkenburgh set the date for 
May 20, Bond was fixed at $10,000, 
which was furnished for Mrs. Stokes 
by a surety company. 

Twenty Years the Penalty. | 

The maximum penalty on each count 
is a fine of $10,000 or imprisonment for 
twenty years, or both. 

Mr. Stokes was present in court and 
Mrs. Stokes was represented by R. 8. 
Brennan and J. P. Aylward, attorneys 
of this city. ‘ ; 

One of the causes contributing to 
the arrest and subsequent indictment 
of Mrs. Stokes was the publication of 
a letter over her signature sent by 
her to the Kansas City Star which 
she contended she had been uoted 
in an interview previously published 
by that paper. The interview was ob- 
tained when Mrs. Stokes was here for 
an address before the Women’s Din- 
ing club. Following this she spoke 
in several southern Missouri towns, 
until her arrest at Willow Springs. 

Mrs. Stokes’ Statement. 

In her correction to the Star she 

in part: 

“A heading in this evening's issue of 
the Star reads: Mrs. Stokes for gov- 
ernment and against war at the same 
time.“ I am not for the government. 
In thé Anterview that follows I am 
quoted as having said, ‘I believe the 
government of the United States 
should have the unqualified support 
of every citizen in its war aims.’ 

“I made no su¢h statement and I 
ve in no such thing. No govern- 
ment which is for the profiteers can 
also be for the people, and I am for 
the people, while the government is 
for the profiteers. © 

“I expect my working class point 
of view to receive no sympathy from 
your paper, but I do expect that the 
tradi courtesy of publication by 
the newspapers of a signed statement 
of correction, which even our most 
Bourbon papers grant, will be extended 
to this statement by yours.” 

Has Evidence of Addresses. 

All three counts of the indictment 
against Mrs. Stokes were based on 
this letter, Mr. Wilson said, and he 
also had before the grand jury wit- 
nesses telling of her subsequent ad- 
dresses and statements made by her 
supporting and amplifying the views 
she set forth in the letter, he said.
